© your plans for New Years’ 
Eve 1999 include holing your- 
self up in a windowless 
bunker with two tons of dehy- 
drated snacks and a couple of 
snarling attack dogs? 

Anyone with a rudimentary 
understanding of what might hap- 
pen when the clock strikes mid- 
night Jan. 1, 2000 probably feels a 
little alarmed. There are billions 
of lines of computer code and 
embedded microprocessors § 
running our technologi- 
cally advanced and 
increasingly 
interconnect- 
ed world that 
only recog- 
nize two-digit 
codes for the 
year. When that year turns 00, any system that 
hasn’t been fixed to recognize a four-digit date 
might just stop working. While years of people- 
hours have already been put into dealing with the 
problem, governments and corporations are recog- 
nizing there isn’t time to fix everything. After all, one 
study suggests the average North American comes 
into contact with 70 microprocessors every day 
before noon. 

A recent poll of Silicon Valley computer program- 
mers and engineers found more than 60 per cent of 
them expect disruptions as a result of Y2K, that more 
than 60 per cent plan to avoid air travel at the turn of 
the century, and that a significant number intend to 
withdraw all their money from banks and head for 
higher ground to avoid implications of the “millennium 
bug.” 

But community activist Tad Hargrave says people 
need to stick together to face whatever Y2K throws at 
us. And he’s organizing community groups to get the 
message out. 

“To me, there’s three essential facts . . . Number one, 
something is going to happen. Period. Number two, no 
one knows what's going to happen. The third most 
important fact is, no matter what happens, we're going to 
be able to deal with whatever happens better as a com- 
munity working together, rather than the survivalist men- 
tality of people grabbing their rifles and heading off to the 
countryside with their dogs to protect their food... 
That’s not the most practical thing to do.” 

Hargrave, an Edmontonian, works in Santa Cruz, Calif. 
as a co-ordinator for a group called Youth for 
Enivronmental Sanity. He says he hadn't given much 
thought to the Y2K issue up until a few months ago and 
assumed the problems it presented would be solved in 
time. After looking more deeply into the issue, however, 
Hargrave became involved in forming a community group 
there to bring citizens together, raise awareness and 
develop grassroots contingency plans.

Hargrave and 
Gomberg are also trying to 
arrange public meetings at city 
hall to engage the people of 
Edmonton in community-based 
responses to Y2K. 

“The worst thing that can hap- 
pen is that there becomes an 
alienation between business, gov- 
ernment and the civil sector. So [| 
we were talking about what we | 
can do to work with the city to 
get the message out so that people will be prepared, | 
but in a way that will bring them together.” | 

Though the projected effects range from minor 
(delays in commercial flights) to severe (loss of utili- 

ties, food shortages), Hargrave is neither alarmist nor 
apo-calyptic about the challenges presented by Y2K. 
“The big thing that really came out of it is that peo- 
ple need to know what’s going on and we need to 
work together. That’s probably not as sexy a mes- 
sage as ‘everything is going to burn to the ground.’ It 
seems the angle the media is taking is gloom and 
doom and disaster and, to be honest, there is some 
justification for that, but I think the message people 
need to hear is that this is a great opportunity for 
us to work together.” | 
Some of the issues the citizens of Santa Cruz 
have already begun to deal with include finding 
out which local institutions, businesses and indus- 
tries are Y2K compliant. Once people are aware 
what the potential problems are and who might be 
affected, they can spread the word and organize 
to meet those challenges. | 

The Edmonton Y2K Community Task Force is 

still in its early stages, but Hargrave says the plan 
is to involve communities city-wide and promote 
an inclusive at-mosphere in which people are 
prepared to inform and look out for neighbors 
as well as themselves. 

“With the community task force in Edmonton, 
our real concern is how people find out about — 
Y2K. Are people going to find out in a way 
that’s fear-based and every-man-for-himself?” 
Hargrave said. “In Santa Cruz we came up with 

the phrase, ‘Y2K: the opportunity for communi- 
ty.’ Most people don’t know their neighbors or 
know how connected they are in a very mat- 
ter-of-fact way to other people . . . This is the 
only social issue of our time that has a non- 
negotiable deadline. Something will happen, 
we don’t know what yet, and this is such a 
chance for people to work together at a really 
unprecedented level.” 

Hargrave says the community task force 
will do more public outreach in the coming 
weeks.

RuPaul was one of the most 
glamorous spokesmodels of the 
decade, and Hollywood even tried 
to get beyond simply putting boys 
in dresses with To Wong Foo. 
Cross-dressing and androgyny 
have moved way beyond borrow- 
ing your boyfriend’s underwear, 
and a group of women in Toronto 
declared themselves to be engag- 
ing in post-identity sex. 

Of course, one extreme deserves 
another. 

We also witnessed the attitudes 
of the Christian Right. At a Human 
Life International conference in 
Montreal a few years back, Judith 
Reisman, author of Kinsey, Sex & 
Fraud, said, “In a homosexual 
union there is no purpose... I 
hate the word gay. There is noth- 
ing gay or happy about homosexu- 
als. It’s a tragic lifestyle . . . Hitler 
was brought to power by homo- 
sexuals.” 

Plus ¢a change: Pain and plea- 
sure regained popularity. More 
than 200 years after the writings of 
the Marquis de Sade, S&M clubs 
are more popular than 4-H. Fetish 
nights rival ladies’ nights in local 
clubs and Montreal got its own 
Fetish Café, providing a cozy spot 
for scenesters to exchange fashion 
tips and share flogging techniques. 
Fetish fashion hit the runways as 





models bounced their way down 
the catwalk in rubber everything. 

“Alternative” just ain’t what it 
used to be 

Body piercing was another 
source of pain and pleasure that 
eaught (ouch!) on. In fact, other 
forms of body adornment, like 
scarification and tattooing, also 
made their mark. Pubic-hair salons 
became popular. Cosmetic surgery 
moved beyond women’s breasts, 
with men getting in on the action. 
Most popular were phalloplasty 
(lengthening or thickening of the 
penis) and testicular, calf, buttock 
and pectoral implants. Women’s 
breasts are still getting lots of 
attention, however. Beyond 
implants, hypnosis and implanting 
cell tissue to grow your own are 
the latest boob-enhancing tricks.
